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THE GOLDBUGS. 

THEY HAVE BEEN UP TO THEIR OLD TRICKS 
—THE NEWEST CONSPIRACY OF JOHN

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SUPREME COURT. 


AN ILLINOIS QUESTION INVOLVING A MILL- 
ION DOLLARS ARGUED YESTERDAY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasutnoton, D. C., April 19.—Two important 

Illinois cases were called in the United States 

Supreme Court this afternoon. They are the 

cases of the Amoskeag National Bank vs. The 

City of Ottawa, and of Post vs. Tne County of 

Kendall. The suits involve tbe validity of all 

the bonds issued in aid of the Ottawa, Oswego & 

Fox River Kailway. These suits were com- 

mencéed in 1873, and were tried before Judge 

Drummond in Chicago, and judgment was ren- 

dered for the plaintiff, sustaining the bonds. 

The cases were appealed to we United States 

Supreme Court, and were argued here in 1876, 

and Judge Drummond's judgment affirmed bya 

divided court of 5to4. A petition for a rchear- 
ting wus tiled, and, on rebearing, the causes were 
reversed by a divided court, the court standing 

5 to 4. The cases were retried before 

JUDGE DRUMMOND 

in 1878, and were taken under advisement. He 
never decided the cases, but, before going to 
Europe, made an order submitting them for trial 
to Judges Harlan and Blodgett. They were 
tried beforo Harlan and Blodgett in 
1879, and «a judgment was entered in 
favor of the county, thus invalidating the 
bonds. This judgment was on a divided opin- 
ion. The cases come here on a certificate of a 
division of o,inion upon special findings of 
fact. The most important question in the case 
is as to whether the law under which the bonds 
were issued was passed by the Lilinvis Legisia- 
ture in the manner prescribed by the Cunstitu- 
tion of 1846, which required bilis w be reada 
third time and the yeas and nays entered upon 
the journal. 


THE BONDHOLDERS INSIST 
that the original journal record required to be 
kept by tne Constitution is lost or destroyed, and 
that this is the only sufficient evidence to over- 
come a law duly enrolled, signed by the Speaker 
of the two Houses and the Governor, aud de- 
posited in the archivesof the State. The cor- 
tions insist that the cases of Miller vs. 
oodwin, decided by the Supreme Court of Lili- 
nois, holding a certain well-bound book as an 
original journal, and boilding the law void, is 
conciusive upon this court. Upon this state of 
facts the main contention arises. The bond- 
bolders, bowever, claim that the Miller and 
Goodwin case is 
NOT AUruosrrr. FOR THE REASONS, 
first, that thiscourt is not bound by adjudica- 
tion of u State court upon such questions: sec- 
ond, because there were not sufficient purties 
before the court to justify the judgment of the 
court, the parties before the court being simply 
taxpayers and officers of the corporations which 
bad been beld by the Supreme Court to furnish 
only one side of such a litigation. The bond- 
bc iders also claim that the bonds are valid under 
other statutes in forces at the date of weir issue.

Suicide of Alex. Fisher, Manager at To- 
ronto of the Ontario Bank.

Canadian Brickmakers, 

The Pullman Palace-Car Company has im- 
ported 180 brickmakers from Canada, and will 
put them to work shortly in the clay banks at 
Pullman, expecting to turn out 20,000,000 brick 
this year for use in that enterprising town. The 
company had trouble with the local brickmak- 
ers last year, and, becoming disgusted at their 
conduct, decided to get new men, whose services 
they secure at “ordinary wages — that is, at 
what the corporation is willing to pay. The 
Canadians do not belong to any union, and the 
company's officers think they will not join one, 
but carry out their agreement in faith. 
This move is rather rougu on the local hands, 
who will doubtless do ir best to win over the 
Canadians and induce them to strike. So it is 
probable that there will be more trouble at Pull- 
man this year.

Tne Judiciary Committee of the IIlinois 
Senate yesterday took in hand the question

Tun Senate and- House Appropriation 
Committees are having an old disagreement 
with reference to the appropriations for spe- 
cial fast-mail facilities. The House appro- 


increased the amount to $650,000, and provided 


out the country. The House refused to con- 
cur in the amendment; the Senate insisted 
on it. There was presented the curious spec- 
tacle ot acommittee of conference on the 
part of the House, consisting of Messrs. 
Caswell of Wisconsin, Cannon of Lilinois, 
and Ellis of Louisiana, madly insisting on 
eonfining the benefits of this large appro- 
priation exclusively to the Eastern trunk 
lines. It is hard to imagine what Cannon 
and Caswell, Western men, were thinking of 
when they insisted upon rejecting the 
Senate amendment. Do they believe that 
there is no need of fust mails be- 
tween Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis, In- 
dianapolis, and Cincinnati? Beck, Plumb, 
Allison, Davisof West Virginia, and others 
properly said they would prefer to strike out 
the appropriation altogether rather than give 
a few Eastern lines the exclusive benefit of 
it. Cannon and Caswell ought to come 
around to this way of thinking on reflection. 
If the fast mail principle isdefensible at all 
its restriction to one section of the country 
certainly is not. 


Mrunens of the Lower House are gen- 
erally satisfied with the new apportionment, 
but some of them feel that they have been 
shabbily treated. Caswell and Williams, of 
Wiseonsin, two old and useful members, 
have been thrown into the same dis- 
trict.

Caswell is one of the most efficient 
members of the Committee on Appropria- 
tions, and Williams is Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs. In III. 
nois, Dietrich C. Smith, a new member 
serving with credit to himself and 
his constituents, is thrown into a 
Democratic district. As Mr. Smith comes 
from a Democratic county he has no reason 
to complain, and it is not understood that he 
has anything to say of the action of 
the Legislature in turning him out.

Mr. Arthur has taken another step in his 
foreign policy, which indicates a purpose to 
return to the course which Mr. Blaine pro- 
posed to pursue when Secretary of State, and 
which would assure the United States Gov- 
ernment the respect due to its preéminent 
position on the American Continent. At all 
events, Mr. Arthur proposes to revive the 
Peace Congress which was conceived by 
Mr. Biaine, but permitted to fade away 
by his successor in the State Depart- 
ment. In bringing this matter to the 
attention of Congress there is reason to 
think that Mr. Arthur has been actuated by 
a desire to harmonize the contradictions of 
his Administration in relation to the pro- 
posed congress,forin his message he de- 
fends his right to ‘act independently of Con- 
gress (as he started out to do under Blaine’s 
guidance) while really asking the authority 
or instruction of Congress to proceed. The 
situation indicates that the President is dis- 
posed to regret having abandone i the Blaine 
policy, and now desires to revive it without 
the appearance of vacillation on his part. 

The Blaine circular proposing an interna- 
tional congress of Northern, Southern, and 
Central American Governments was an es- 
sential teature of the Prescott mission, which 
was subsequently emasculated by Freling- 
huysen’s instructions. The consequence is, 
that the Republics to Which the invitation 
was extended are in doubt as to whether the 
congress is tobe held or not. Mr. Arthur 
seems to be in doubt himself, though the in- 
vitation, dated Nov. 29 last, was issued in his 
name,and he wants Congress to settle the 
matter for him. As a sort of excuse for his 
own wavering, he says it was hoped at the 
time the original circular was issued that the 
differences between Chiliand Peru “ would 
disappear before the time fixed for the 
meeting of Congress,” but adds: This hope 
has not been realized.”” He might have 
added still further, bad he been disposed to 
be entirely frank, that one of the principal 
reasons why these differences have not been 
satisfactorily arranged is to be found in Fre- 
linghuysen’s instructions to Trescott, which 
tied the latter’s hands and made it impossi- 
ble for him to exercise the influence which 
was the purpose of his mission. As a matter 
of fact, however, Mr. Biaine’s invitation to 
the international congress explicitly except- 
ed all existing disputes from consideration at 
the session of the proposed congress. 

In order that Tur Tarpunn’s readers may 
understand just what Mr. Blaine proposed, 
‘we will reproduce briefly the points of his 
circular: 

It was set forth: (1) That the policy of 
the United States has been uniformly to 
avert War, or, when that could not be done, 
to bring about cessation of hostilities and 
terms ot agreement at the earliest possible 
moment, and that this policy is prompted by 
humane and disinterested motives. (2) That 
the position of the United States on the 
American Continent might give ita claim 
to authority in American affairs, but that the 
good offices of the Government were never 
extended with ostentation or a desire to dic- 
tate. (3) That the United States had on 


many occasions of late years been treated 


priated $500,000 for this purpose. The Senate 


that it should be ratably distributed through- 
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(4) That these several conditions induced the 
United States Government to invite all the 
States to a general congress, to be heid in 
Washington on Nov. 22, 1882, “for 
the purpose of considering and discuss- 
ing the methods of preventing war among 
the nations of America.” Particular stress 
was laid upon the suggestion that the con- 
gress was to be “ strictly confined to this one 
great object’; and the circular further dweit 
upon the far-reaching consequences of war— 
the exhausted finances, oppressive debts, 
onerous exactions, ruined cities, paralyzed 
industries, devastated fields, slanghter of 
men, the grief of the widow and orphan, and 
the embittered resentments handed down to 
future generations. Theentire tone of the 
invitation was designed to impress upon the 
South American and Central American 
States, so frequently involved in strife, and 
dissension, that the purpose of the congress 
was to consider and, if possible, agree upon 
conditions which would avert collisions in 
the future; but it was also expressly stated 
that the United States did not assume to de- 
termine any existing differences, and that 
such questions would not properly come be- 
fore the conference. Finally, it was pro- 
posed that each Government should send two 
Commissioners to the congress, and that the 
United States would enter it upon the same 
footing as the other States. 

When President Arthur ealled Mr. Freling- 
huysen to the State Department, and it was 
announced that the Blaine foreign policy 
was to be reversed, the Modoc newspapers 
throughout the country began to ridiculethe 
scheme for an International peace congress 
of the American Governments. Upon fur- 
ther discussion it was learned that the same 
idea had been held im great favor by eartier 
statesmen, and especially by Henry Clay. 
Still later on it turned out that Frelinghuy- 
sen’s restrictions upon Trescott had brought 
the United States Government into contempt 
in the South American States, and had 
enabled the British Government to ac vance 
its own selfish interests by encouraging 
Chill to impose upon Peru terms that were 
tantamount to confiscation. And at last it 
has dawned upon Mr. Arthur that Blaine 
was probably right in his policy, and 
that his Administration would have 
gained more popular confidence at home 
and greater respect abroad if he had 
adhered to that policy. Hence the 
President's application to Congress to relieve 
him of the embarrassment which his un- 
steadiness ot purpose has brought upon him. 
If Congress shall pass a resolution approv- 
ing of the proposed international conference 
and voting the necessary appropriation to de- 
fray the expenses thereof, the Administra- 
tion will be able to resume the Blaine policy 
without incurring the blame of inconsistency. 
If Congress shall fail to take such action, 
then the Administration will not be com- 
pelled to bear all alone the responsibility for 
abandoning. the Blaine policy, but wal throw 
a part of the blame on Congress. In any 
event, however, the Administration confesses 
a lack of confidence in its own judgment. 
and furnishes evidence of vacillation which 
inspires distrustin its management of foreign 
affairs. | a 


THE EXPULSION OF CANNON, THE MOR- 
MON DELEGATE. 

The House of Representatives yesterday 
decided, by a vote of 78 to 133, to exclude 
Cannon, the Mormon Delegate. This action 
was equivalent to the adoption of a resolution 
of expulsion. While a two-thirds vote is 
required to expel a member, a Delegate 
may be “excluded ” or—what is nearly the 
same thing—expelled by a majority vote. 
The contest of Cannon’s seat by Campbell, 
on the ground that the former was not a 
naturalized citizen, cut a small figure in the 
debate, and apparently had little. weight 
with the Committee on Elections, Cannon 
was excluded because he was a practicing 
polygamist. On that account alone, the ma- 
jority of the House did not consider him 
worthy to occupy a seat. 

The justification of this action was found 
in two constitutional provisions: first, in the 
second clause of Sec. 3, Art. 4, which con- 
fers upon Congress the power to make all 
needful rules and regulations respecting the 
Territory or other property belonging to the 
United States; and, secondly, in the fifth sec- 
tion of Art. 1, which makes each House 
the solé judge of the elections, returns, and 
qualifications of its own members. A law of 
Congress in 1862 made polygamy A criminal! 
offense. Cannon claimed that he had not 
violated that law, inasmuch as he 
had not married a new wife since it was en- 
acted. Thereis a conflict of testimony on 
this point, and it was deemed serious enough 
dy some good lawyers on the Republican 
side (Judge Ranney, of Boston, among the 
number) to induce them to support Cannon's 
title to a seat. But the passage of the late 
Anti-Polygamy bill removed all doubts on 
this point, and convinced Judge Ranney and 
others that the seat of the Delegate from 
Utah ought to be declared vacant. The new 
law prohibited any polygamist from holding 
office. It could not, of eourse, have an 
ex-post-facto operation, and if Cannon had 
been holding his seat on a prima facie case 
he could not have been affected by it. But 
he has been merely a contestant with Camp- 
bell. He had no credentials, and was not 
permitted to take the oath when the House 
organized. Hence he was in the attitude of 
a suitor for the relief of Congress, and was 
subject to the operation of the new law. 
This fact enabled Ranney and other Repub- 
licans who had legal scruples to reconcile 
their votes to exclude Cannon with their 
ideas of the law. 

Cannon spoke in his own behalf for an 
hour. He compared the leaders of the Mor- 
mon Church, and himself in particular, with 
the Savior of mankind, whe was crucified 
between two thieves. The persecutions of 
the Mormons, which have five times driven 
them from their homes, were, to bis mind, 
like the persecutions of the early Christians. 
In some curious way he confounded the al- 
leged acts of peisecutiop with the proposed 
expulsion of the representatives of Mormon- 
ism from the floor of the House. But we 
are not informed that any of the early Chris- 
tians asked to be admitted as members 
of the Nero Legislature, always supposing 
that there was a Legislature in Nero’s time. 
It will be difficult to raise the cry of perse- 
cution over the exclusion from Congress of a 
person whe frankly avows that he has four 
wives, so long as the House stands ready to 
admit another person of the same religious 
faith who may conform to public prejudice 
so far as to be content with one wife. One 
object of polygamy, as Cannon felicitously 
but unintentionally said, is “to leave no 
margin for lust to play upon.” Now, it will 
be hard to make such a doctrine as this a 
fundamental principle of a religion, or to 
accuse of oppression any Congress that shall 
refuse to agree to it. 

The Republicans expelled Cannon by a 
majority vote, as they had the right te do un- 
der the Constitution. They expelled him be- 
cause he was a polygamist. In so doing they 
indicated the determination of the majority 
in the future to give no countenance or favor 
to the peculiar institetion in Utah. When, 
as Cannon boasted yesterday, the believers 
in plural marriages ina single Territory of 
the United States number 120,000, it is quite 
time that Congress should deprive of politic- 
al power, even to the extent of disfranchise- 
ment. all those who indulge in this danger- 
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ford to stand on this groun 


of the 123 votes which accomplished the ex- 
pulsion of Cannon yesterday were given by 
members of their party. All the Indiana 
Democrats had the good sense to vote against 
Cannon. Two Pennsylvania Democrats, Cas- 
sidy of Nevada, and Paul of Virginia, 
joined them; but this was the extent of the 
Democratic support the Republicans re- 
ceived, All the seventy-nine votes cast in 


. favor of Cannon and polygamy were given 


by Democrats, from which it may be in- 
ferred that, for the possible advantage of 
having Utah admitted as a Democratic State 
at some time in the remote future, the mem- 
bers of that party are now willing to com- 
promise with the Mormon theocracy and its 
repulsive principles.

, DECADENCE OF THE FRENCH ARMY. 

The best guaranty that France will not 
enter into any offensive and defensive alli- 
ances with the other Powers, and that she will 
not embark in any war for some time to 
come, is to be found in the conditigh of -her 
army. That conditicn may be inferred when 
the introduction of a new Army bill causes 
no excitement whatever in Europe. There 
was a time when such a measure might even 
have excited fears, and certainly would have 
inflagneed every European Power to over- 
haul and strengthen its forces. The French 
army was in its glory when it fought in the 
Crimea and in the Italian campaign of 1859, 
M. Thiers, during his entire administration, 
upheld and defended the system upon 
which it was organized, which was a seven- 
years’ term of service, coupled with volun- 
teering and substitutes. Since that time, the 
war with Germany, and later, the opera- 
tions of the army in Northern Africa, show 
how it has deteriorated. It was as well 
equipped and provisioned as the German 
army, and Von Moltke has shown conclu- 
sively that it was larger in numbers, and yet 
it was crushed in a campaign in which it 
could hardly boast a success. 

In 1876.the first change was made in the 
system. The term of service was reduced 
from seven years to five, and substitutes 
were abolished. Now it. is proposed to still 
further reduce the term to three years, which 
is equivalent to compulsory and universal 
service. The changeis to be madeto suit 
the popular clamor for equality in every- 
thing, and the poorer classes hail it because 
the rich will have to serve, as the one year 
volunteer plan, of which the upper classes 
have hitherto availed themselves, will be 
abolished. It is apparent on the very sur- 
face that an army is not to be made ip this 
manner, Three years may be long enough 
to make good soldiers in Germany, but the 
term is not long enoughin France. Ger- 
man physical material differs from French. 
German education differs from French. 
German discipline differs from French. 
German soldiers will cheerfully and easily 
eidure burdens that would stagger the 
French. Again, under the new law, good, 
bad, and indifferent will go into the ranks of 
the French army, while in Germany the re- 
cruitqare selected with some regard to in- 
telligence, strength, and physical manhood. 
The German army asa whole is filled with 
the physical flower of the people. The 
French army, while it has troops not lacking 
in strength or courage, can never be a solid 
whole so long as it has mixed with them 
numbers of soldiers who are unfit for service. 
A still greater obstacle to its efficiency lies in 
the great poiitical principle that compulsory 
service cannot be successfully carried out, 
except in monarchical countries, and the 
more. absolute the monarchical idea 
the. more successful will universal 
service prove. Even in England, the most 
liberal of monarchical Governments, compul- 
sory service could not be enforced, uniess 
possibly in time of great danger involving 
the national existence. How much less pos- 
sible is it of attainment in a Republic, where 
its only result can be to divert people from 
their legitimate occupations and ultimately 
to make the Government itself odious? 

The actual condition of the French army 
has not escaped the eyes of careful observ- 
ers. The London Standard says: “The 
French army no longer occupies the posi- 
tion of proud preéminence which was once 
accorded to it without dispute. Already the 
inferiority, to look at, of the French, as com- 
pared not only with the German but with the 
Austrian and the Italian infantry, is very re- 
markable.“ The London Times’ Paris cor- 
respondent is even more emphatic in his 
statements. He writes: 

Europe need not alarm herself. So long as 
France is a Republic she will be unable to ac- 
quire an army. lam persuaded that since 1576 
the military strength of France has decreased 
by balf and will diminish by another half as 
soon as compulsory service is complete, The 
country has au inkling of this. It feels that 
these hollow phrases are bringing about its 
military impotence, and hence its abhorrence of 
anything suggestive of military adventure. 
That abhorrence, so contrary to the genius of 
the nation, would otherwise be incomprehensible, 
but itis due to a perception of the situation. 
France is not deceived by these phrases. She 
feeis that she is about to be disarmed, and de- 
tests those who, after disarming, would expose 
her to certain defeat. Was there not universal 
surprise at her attitude as regards Greece, 
Tunis, and Egypt? 

The same correspondent affirms that Gen. 
Ignatieff sent Gen. Skobeleff to France to 
ascertain the probabilities of a French alli- 
ance with Russia as against Germany and 
Austria, and that France would not listen to 
any overtures from Russia, knowing that in 
case of war she would be compelled to show 
her impotence, if not involve herself in worse 
disasters than those of 1870. The testimony 
from all quarters seems to be unanimous 
that France has seen her best days of mill 
tary glory, and is now in a state of military 
decay. It is a little enrious, however, that, 
while all the English authorities are plum- 
ing themselves upon this and publishing it 
with comments of satisfaction, they are 
equally certain that the channel tunnel ought 
not to be built lest the decadent French army 
should invade England, which would seem 
to argue that if French military power is 
growing weak, English military power is 


growing still weaker. 
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Tue returns from the local elections in 
thirty-two cities and towns of this State on 
Tuesday, in which license vs. anti-license 
was the issue involved, show that nine towns 
voted for no license and twenty for license. 
In a few the liquor question was not in issue. 
Those that voted for license in reality voted 
to levy a small tax on the saloons, and of 
course drinking will continue and liquor will 
be sold for another year.

Ina town which con- 
tains, for ‘instance, 400 voters, and 180 vote 
for license and 220 vote for no license, it is 
not possible for these 220 men to give up 
their private business and resolve themseives 
into policemen or spies to perpetually watch 
their 180 neighbors and prevent them from 
drinking beer or other stimulants. This they 
must do if they are going to enforce prohibi- 
tion of drinking, for one man never prevent-

The average stock of builion held by the 
Bank of England in both departments dur- 
ing the month ending March 8 was $107,515,- 
000. The gold and silver held by the Scotch 
and Irish banks on the llth of March was

The legai-tender paper of Great Britain is 
about $124,000,000, secured by a deposit of 
$107,500,000 in gold and silver. 

The Kingdom, with its population of about 
$4,000,000, manages by skillful arrangement 
of its revenue system to collect about 
$42,000,000 of national revenue. The taxa- 
tion in Great Britain is purety for revenue 
purposes, and every dollar of tax produces a 
dollar of revenue, while in this country un- 
der our tariff something less thar $1 of tax 
out of $3 levied and collected becomes reve- 
nue, the remainder of the tax being farmed 
out to corporations and other monopolies and 
by them taken to themselves. 

The British tariff, from which is collected 
$96,000,000 a Year, consists of the following 
brief list of articles taxed: Chicory, cocoa- 
husks, chocolate, coffee, dried fruits, spirits, 
tea, tobacco, and wine. The duties on sugar 
have all been repealed, and those on tea 
greatly reduced within the last few years. 
The customs duties on the several kinds of 
spirits, and wines, and tobacco yield $70,000,- 
000 of the total $96,000,000 revenue collected 
through tha custom-house. Practically, 
there are now but four articles taxed by the 
British tariff—tobaceo, spirits, tea, and wine.

Mr. ARTHUR seems to have been suddenly 
converted to an appreciation of Mr. Blaine’s 
statesmanship. About the same time the 
former asks the assent of Congress to a re- 
turn to Blaine's South American policy 
which was so unwisely abandoned it is 
whispered that a tender will be made to Mr. 
Blaine of the position of Minister to England. 
Such a tender would be even a more com- 
viete reversal of the Frelinghuysen do-noth- 
ing policy than the proposed revival of the 
Blaine program in South American affairs, 
for Mr. Blaine's note to Minister Lowell was 
the most pronounced assertion of the Monroe 
doctrine as applied to an interoceanic canal 
connecting the Atlantic and Pacific shores of 
the American Continent. But the foreign 
policy of the present Administration has been 
so unsteady that it would not be at all 
surprising if Mr. Arthur should offer the 
English mission to Mr. Blaine. It would be 
much more surprising if Mr. Blaine should 
consent to accept that mission. He has 
openly expressed his contempt for the timo- 
rous policy which it is pretty certain Mr. 
Frelinghuysen will pursue in foreign affairs, 
and asa foreign Minister, especially to En- 
gland, he would be under a constraint that 
would be oppressive to him. Moreover, Mr. 
Biaine probably does not care to disappear 
from the public view. He is more closely 
connected with the American people even in 
private life than he would be as the Ameri- 
can representative to the Court of St. James. 
Itis much more likely that Mr. Biaine will 
consent to return to the House of Kepre- 
sentatives from his old district. He would 
be heard from on the floor of Congress, 
There is no place where Blaine’s fertility of 
ideas, readiness in debate, and popular quali- 
ties can be displayed to such telling advan- 
tage as in the party leadership in the House. 
It would require but a few months of serv- 
ice to enable him to fill a larger space in 
public affairs than ever before; and the 
probability is that he will either keep quiet 
and take the rest he needs so much or else 
plunge into public life with all the charac- 
teristic energy for which the House alone 
can give full scope.

On the Indian Problem=D ficalties of 
the Situation—F.ilare in Treating 
Them as White Men Mather than Sav- 


eas. 
—— D. C., April 18. — Senator Teller, 
or Colorado, has frequently and very frankly 
spoken hie mind on the India u question in de- 
bates. Now that be bas become Secretary of 
the Interior his Indian policy becomes of gen- 
eral interest and importance. A Heraid reporter 
asked Mr. Teller whether he was inctined to say 
anything for publication at this time on the 


uestion. He consented, and said: 
* “I nave given considerable attention to the 
Indian question during my residence of over 
twenty years on the frogtier, and on various o- 
casious | have stated my views of the duty of 
the Government in its Gealing with the Indians.

We have made many treaties with the 
Indians that were impossible of execution, and 
in fact detrimental to the interest of the In- 
dians themselves.

INDIAN SCHOOLS, 

„Are you in favor of Indian schools?” was 

sked. 

. I am in favor of putting the Indians on res- 
ervations in the regions of the country where 
they have heretofore lived. Thesize of the 
reservation should depend on the number of the 
indians and the character of the country—that 
is, whetber agricuitural or pastorsi land. In 
dealing with the ludians the first object should 
be to make them self-supporting. No general 
rule can be laid down asto the method of doing 
this. Some Indians will ready cultivate che 
soll; others will not. The greater oumber win 
doubtiess support themselves mueb more read- 
ily by stuck-raising than by agricultural pur- 
suits. When an Indian will accept and care for 
stock that is, cattle, sheep, or goats—I wouid 
furnish bim a few, ana if be shows bis ability to 
take cure of them 1 would add to bis berd until 
it was sufficient for bis support. would 
then withdraw Government aid and allow dim 
to support oimeelf. 1 would establish labor 
schools near the reservation, paying more atten- 
tion to educating them to work than io book 
knowledge. Isvould teach the young Indian to 
herd aud care for stock and to engage in such 
agricultural labor as can carried on at a 
scbooi-farm. The girls should be taught to make 
their cluthes and do general housework, make 
butter, etc. 

„ We Kuve now arrived at a stage in the public 
mind when the question is asked, and asked in 
every portion of tne country—What shall we do 
with the lodians? It is a difficult question to 
answer, but it is one that must be speedily 
answered. The people in all parts of se 
country are dissatistied with the couduct of 
Indiau affairs and demand a radical chenge. 
it is demanded in the interest of the 
whites and of the Indians. The continued 
Indian wars terminating in disaster to both 
races, treaties and agreements made to be 
broken on both sides, have convinced the 2 
that there is a defect ia the present system. The 
men who have studied this problem the most 
are the most outspoken in their condemnation 
of the system and ite management. Is it possi- 
bie to adupt a system that spall do justice to 
the Indian and white man aiike—tbat shail put 
the Iudtan oo the road toward civilizagon and 
Christianity? If this can be done, all will admit 
that it is the duty of the dominant race to take 
ali necessary steps to accomplisb so desirable ab 
end. However much we may differ as to the meth- 
ode to be pursued to accomplish this end, it will 
hardly be denied that a thorough acquaintance 
with Indian bistory, character, laws, customs, 
and relizion will at least quality the agents of 
this work to cope with some of the recognized 
and am tted difficulties of the task. That itis a 
tusk the almost unbroken line of failures for 
nearly 300 years sufficiently demonstrates. 


EFFORTS OF THE EARLY SETTLERS. 


Tue early settlers of this country attempted 
this task. devoting much time and money to the 
educution of this peopie, and not less than four 
of out princ'pal schools were organized for the 
education of Indians, and Indians aione. I need 
not say that the attempts to civilize Indians by 
tirst educating them failed, and that the efforts 
of the wortby meu to make Cbristians of these 
Pagans not only failed, but brought de- 
struction on the objecis of their solici- 
tude. The powerful tribes with which 
they fought and treated, and fougbt and 
treated aguin, have in wany instances no living 
represeutative lett. The eariy history of the 
country is full of the conflicts between 
whites and Indians, and as the lines of settie- 
meut swept westward toward the setting sun 
the conflict incrensed in intensity. The history 
of the country may be said to be one continued 
bistory of indian wars, for nota year passed 
but in some part of the land the conflict was 
carried ou. Burned houses, wasted fields, mur- 
dered settlers, indignities on the dead and worse 
ones on the 8 are recorded iu every chapter 
of our history. is it strange that the men who 
have carried the lines of settlement westward 
and have come in contact duily with the Indiana, 
feeding them one day aud ght iug them the next. 
studying their character in the school of expe- 
rience, Knowitnx their many vices and tew 
virtues, and who of all men are interested in a 
peaveful solucion of the problem sbould de- 
mand of the men to whom this solution is in- 
trusted more than a passing acquaintance with 
the subject. ~ 

IGNORANCE OF THE PROBLEM. 

It bas not been considered essential that the 
men to whom this great work was intrusted 
should be learned in the bistory of the Indian 
race; should have a knowledge of their charac- 
ter, laws, Customs, or religion; should even bave 
studied the history of the past efforts at civiliza- 
tion. Ignoraut of all these things, without a 
knowled of the geowrapbica! distribution of the 
race now or in the past, we rely on such agents 
to accomplish the greatest work ever given to 
man to do for bis fellow—that is to bring a sav- 
age into a civilized state. 

“ These men, Kouwing nothing of the magni- 
tude of the undertaking, assume the respunsi- 
bility without a doubt as to their success: all 
other men are fovols.

THE GREAT TROUBLE. 

The great trouble with our dealing with the 
Indian is gur ignorance of bis laws, customs, 
cbaracter, and religion. We insist on treating 
him as if be were a civilized man when he ougbt 
to be treated as asavawe full of the supersti- 
tions and weaknesses that belong to savage life. 
We ought not to forget that we are dealing with 
8a Vages—brutal, bloody savages—and we should 
never deal with savages as we deal with civilized 
people. Precautions against savages should be 
taken that are not required in deaimg witb civ- 
ilized people. The fundamental idea in dealing 
with the Indian should be that he is a savage. 
This bill ignores that fact 
as having made some progress 
tion, when in fact he has m 
The natural order in which men 
rise from a savage state to a civilized one is 
first pastoral, chen agricultural. The bili pro- 
poses to make them agriculturists first, and 
that, too, with natural obstacies to contend with 
that might well deter the most energetic Angio- 


Saxon.” 
THE TRIBAL QUESTION. 

“You do not believe, evidentiy, that the 
Indians ought to be dealt with as tribes?” said 
your correapendent.

In the Preservation of Fresh Vegeta 
bles, Fruits, Meats, Oysters, Cream 
Kverythiug.

Prof. Barff read a paper on Wednesday night 
at the meeting of the Society of Arts, Dr. Rus- 
sell, F. R. S., Professor of Chemistry at St. Bar- 
tholomew's Hospital. in the chair. The subject 
was A New Antiseptic Compound for the Pres- 
ervation of Food.” There wasa very large at-

Prof. Barff, after referring to labors extend- 
ing ovef some years, stated that he turned his 
attention tothe employment of boracic acid, 
which was already known to have antiseptic 
qualities, difficult, however, of application, 
owing to. its insolubility in water. By heating 
boracic acid with giycerine a substitution prod- 
uct was obtained. in which giycerine united 
with boracic acid forming a glyceride analogous 
in composition to natural fats. This substance 
forms a giavial mass, soluble in water. and bay- 
ing powerful antiseptic qualiies. met bod 
uf preparation was as foiluws: Glycerine wus 
heated toa high temperature and boracic auwid 
was added as long as it dissolved, the propor- 
tions being parts of glycerine to 
62 of boracic acid. When this was 
allowed to get cold, a white crystalline 
compound formed, which disappeared on furtber 
beatuwwg. Water was evoived during the whole 
of the operauon, aud at last when steam ceased 
to be given off, the mass set into a bard, ice- 
like substance, and it was found to have lost in 
weight exactly 54 parts, which correspouds to 
the weight of three Se of water. Tous 
it appeured that all the hydroxyies in the giycer- 
we bad united wit® the three atoms of hydrogen 
in the bydrated borne.c acid, and that the Bu 3, 
that is auhydrous borte acid, bad taken their 
piace, forming C 3H 5 BOS, Wien is (as has ai- 
ready been stuted) anaivgous in its composition 
to a natural fat, BO & taking the piace of the 
fatty avid. The innocuousness,of the compound 
hud been proved by the fact that milk treated 
with it had been used at a cullege near Lon- 
dun, containing 30 persons, during the 
whole of the summer mouths last year without 
any one suspecting the presence of anything up- 
usual. The milk kept perfectly sweet during 
the whole of that period. A lady bad taken 
cream prepared with it every moruu for a year 
and a bait.

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 19.—The Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee met today and acted on Sena- 
tor Fuller's resolution, introduced early in the 
session, providing for the appointment of a 
commission to report to the next Legislature 
a revision of the criminal code, such commis- 
sion to be composed of two Senators and three 
Representatives. An interesting debate took 
place over this resolution, in which its oppo- 
pents and advocates went over substantially the 
same ground as has been covered by the debate 
in the House as to the necessity of any revision 
of the criminal laws of the State, and the advis- 
ability of appointing a commission to consider 
the subject. Every member present occasion- 
ally took a hand in the discussion. Set speeches 
were made against the resolution by Senators 
Clark, Eening, and Shaw, and in favor of it by 
Senators Fifer, Adams, and Fuller. Finally. on 
motion of Senator Cocdee, 

THE RESOLUTION WAS AMENDED 

so as to increase the number of the commission 
totbree from the Senate and five from the 
House. This was done inorder to give the Dem- 
ocrats representation on the commission. An 
amendment was also adopted striking out all 
provision fur compensation to the members of 
the commission except the allowance of their 
reguiar legisiative per diem for the time em- 
ployed. language of the resoluuon was also 
changed so as to term the members a commis- 
sion or committee, and to provide that they 
should report either arevision of the criminal 
code or pro amendments thereto. After 
having been thus made satisfactory to the ma- 
jority, it was decided to recommend the adop- 
tion of the resolution as amended bya vote of 
7 to 6, the Cook County Senators succeedi in 
carrying itthrough, and the resolution will be 
reported to the Senate tomorrow.

APPORTIONMENT. 


BOTH BILLS WILL BE FAVORABLY REPORTED 
TO THE SENATE.

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 19.—The Senate Ap- 
poruonment Committee acted on both the Re- 
publican caucus bills this afternoon, and decided 
to report them both back tomorrow morning 
with the recommendation that they pass.

The 
sub-committee appointed at the last meeting 
reported back the Democratic apportionment 
bill introduced some weeks ago by Cronkrite, of 
Stephenson, recommending the adoption as a 
substitute therefor of the Republican caucus 
bill. By agreement with the Democrats on the 
sub-committee they were given until tomorrow 
to prepare a minority bill, which they com- 
menc to draw up after the wmeet- 
ing adjourned.

Arrival of the Largest Steamer Ever 
Launched on the Great Lakes. 

Yesterday the steamship Onoko, the largest 
vessel ever launched on the waters of the great 
lakes, arrived at this port from Cleveland. She 
brought a cargo of 2,700 tons of bard coal the 
biggest load ever fetched into this port by any 
vessel, either steam or sail. The Onoko 
is built of iron, is M2% feet long, 2 
feet hold, and 3 feet beam. She is 
propelled by a 2,000 horse-power compound en- 
gine, and carries four masts. She can be steered 
either by hand or steam, as occasion requires. 
The Onoko is not a handsome craft, the design 
in building her being to make a carrier of her 
without regard to beauty. That she is a success 
is fully proven by the fact that, notwithstanding 
her monstrouS cargo, she came into port 
drawing only thirteen and a half feet of 
water. Sbe is commanded by Capt. John 
Pringie, who says that the great ship behaved 
finely on the trip up, far exceeding the expecta- 
tions entertained of her. After discharging ber 
eargo Of coal it is probable that the Onoko will 
go to Escanaba and load iron-ore, though should 
grain freights improve she may take a cargo of 
corn from here to the lower lakes. Her capacity 
for corn is 120,000 bushels. The Onoko lies up 
the North Branch near Chicago avenue bridge, 
where the curious can see ber.

Kansas Agriculture—Its Outlook Never 
More Promising.

Kansas Crry, Mo., April 19.—The Kansas City 
Price Current publishes the following: 

There have been many prosperous years 
among farmers in this section, but from all re- 
ports Kansas never had such agricultural pros- 
pects as now. The mild winter and seasonable 
spring rains favored farmers to an unusual de- 
gree. It not only encouraged and stimulated 
the growing wheat, but enabied farmers to plow 
early and prepare much ground for spring crops. 
The chinch bugs last year scared many, and the 
acreage of wheat will bea little lighter than in 
8l.

Out of ‘the twenty-one 
reports below there is vot single unfavorable 
one. If the wheat acreage is a little short, the 
crop is very promising, and the increase in 
yieid, should there be no blight between now 
and harvest, will more than make up the sport- 
age in acreage. 

Tue high price of corn and increased demand 
for thie grain for feeding purposes is encour- 
aging the putting in of the largest crop of corn 
ever known in the State. 

The grass crop was never 80 promis ug before.

mean. 

In 1879, with less acreage under cultivatio 
ber yield of wheat was 30.000, 000 busbels, an 
corn 107,000,000 bushels. Since then immigra- 
tion has poured into the State, and there is more 
money had and better farm done. Live- 
stock grazing has, perhaps, made even greater 
advance than general farming, the mild win- 
ters and tine ranges making Kansas a very suc- 
cessful State for the handling of both cattle ana 
sheep in large numbers.

Footmena crossing the streets 
anywhere eise must do it at their peril, but bere 
they are protected in their right-of-way, 
the driver must take care. 

Drivers do not seem to know that such is the 
law. or if they kaow they don't care. Only this 
morning I saw anelderiy gentleman come very 
near being run over by a fast-driven ex 
wagoo at the corner of Clark and Lake. | ven- 
tured to expostulate with the driver against 
such reckless driving at street-crossings. His 
only repiy was, with an oath, “—— —— him, it is 
his place to get out of the way.”

OnrcaGco, April 19.—The laws against these 
public evils are confessedly weak; in fact, from 
manifest causes, utterly incompetent to effect 
the object assigned them. 1 do not propose to 
discuss the question of remedies under the pres- 
ent criminal code, but to suggest a new remedy 
which it is believed will be at once substantial, 
certain, and effective. This remedy is to aban- 
don the arrest and fining of individuals, to stop 
the spasmodic pulling ta few gaming-houses 
and places of prostitution, the arraigu and 
fining of a few friendiess and hopeless giris, the 
arrest and punishment of a dozen or more - 
ers of furo and roviet, and proceeding at once 
to the business of fining the property where 
these pursuits are followed. 

Let there be a fine imposed upon the house or 
building where gamblmg is carried ou or prosti- 
tution permitted. Don't stop to find the owner 
and arrest bim, or in bis absence his agent, but 
let the penalty fall upon the buliding, and have 
process to collect it from the property. A no- 
tice from the police authorities to the owner or 
his agent that nis buijding is being used for un- 
lawful purposes, coupied with proof of the fact, 
should be made prima facie evidence to estabiisn 
a case.

The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday, and averaged. lower. Breadstuffs 
were quite weak, in spite of the storm of Tues- 
day night. Wheat was depressed by sympathy 
with easier winter wheat markets, but our re- 
ceipts were very small, and a sale of over No. 
2 was made at #814 in New York 
for export. This did not indicate 
weakness in spot stuff, though futures fell away 
under jocreased offerings. Corn and oate de- 
clined in company with wheat, and were expect- 
ed to arrive very freely in May. We note that 
60,000 bu corn was sold here yesterday to come 
from Marysville, Mo., ip a section which has 
been said to have rot enough for home cousump- 
tion. Provisions were lower, though relatively 
firm. They were depressed early by the report 
of large receipts of pork by rail, supposed to be 
from Milwaukee. Mess pork closed 174c lower, 
at $18.25@18.27% for May and $18.424%@18.4 for 
June. Lard closed T4@l0ec lower, at $11.27%@ 
11.50 seller May and SIL alles for June. 
Short ribs closed 7c lower, at $10.20@10.22% for 
June. Wheat closed steadier, at $1.39 asked for 
April and Sl 4%@12% for June. Corn closed 
easier, at T76@76%c for April and 76%@76Ke for 
May. Oats closed 14 @1\clower for May and June 
and a shade easier on the later futwres, at 5u%e 
seller May, 0@50\c seller June, and 45Xc seller 
July. Kye closed ic lower at 88c cash for No. 2, 
88@88%c for May, and 80c bid and We asked for 
July. Barley closed anchanged at We cash for 


No. 3. Hogs were active and 5c higher at $6.75@ 


7.20 for light and at $6.75@7.65 tor heavy. Cat- 
tle were lower, with sales at $3.75@7.50. 


Dry -goods jobbers report a slight falling off in 
the demand. but the movement is still of gen- 
erous proportions, and the spring trade thus far 
bas perhaps been as satisfactory as any they 
have ever experienced, Prices rule firm. There 
was a quiet market for boots and shoes, and the 
demand for clothing also is less active than re- 
cently. Millinery goods eontinue in good re- 
quest. Prices of staple and fancy groceries range 
about as before, a decline in coffees of Me being 
the only change noted. Sugars and sirups 
remained firm. Corn sirups are likely to go 
higher. In the dried-fruit market there were 
no changes. Fish were in fair demand and were 
firm. California salmon and Labrador herring 
were advanced to $9.00@9.25 and to $8.00@8.25 
respectively. The butteg,market continues to 
decline. The reduction from last week's prices 
is fully 5@8c. Cheese was again quoted firm, the 
supply of merchantabie goods being light. No 
changes took place in the bagging, leather, coai, 
and pig-iron markets. 

Green fruits were in fair supply dnd steady at 
quotations. Eggs were easy at Dale per 
doz. Iu drugs and chemicals quinine, opium, 
and castor-oil bave a downward tendency, other 
articles being quotable as steady. Hides are 
dull and unchanged. The movement in grease 
and tallow is light, stocks of both being quite 
liberal. Potatoes continue slow and wekk on 
account of the heavy stocks and the rapid de- 
terioration. Poultry continued firm at the open- 
ing prices of the week. The few spring chick- 
enson the market sell at $6.00@8.00 per doz. 
Wool was quiet and unchanged. In seeds tim- 
othy was easier at $2.22@2.25 for prime, with 
light offerings of high grade seed. Clover-seed 
was steady at $4.40@4.60 for prime to choice.
